ORDINANCE NUMBER 2007-225

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING
THE OLLA DOWNTOWN HISTORIC DISTRICT
AND
THE OLLA HISTORIC COMMISSION

WHEREAS, the Town Council is desirous of promoting the ediooal, cultural and economic
welfare of the public of the Town by preserving aptbtecting historic structures and
neighborhoods which serve as visible remindersiefiistory and heritage of the town, region,
state, and nation, and furthermore it is the pwpaighis ordinance to strengthen the economy of
the Town by stabilizing and improving property v@dun historic areas;

I.LNOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Town Council of the Town of
Olla, in legal session convened, as follows, ta-wit

SECTION 1. Commission Established
There is hereby created a Commission to be knownthas Historic District
Commission of the Town of Olla.

SECTION 2. Recommendation and Appointment of Members
The Commission consists of 9 (nine) members toppeiated by the Mayor.

SECTION 3. Term; Vacancies

Each of the members of the Commission be appofotea term of four (4) years. The
Chairman shall be elected by the members of therllesion. Whenever the term of a member
of the Commission expires, the Mayor shall appaiist successor. The members may serve
consecutive terms. The first commission shall hetaggered terms: % with one (1) year terms,
Y, with two (2) year terms, ¥ with three (3) yeamts and % with four (4) years terms. All
commission members shall have a demonstrated kdgelef or interest, competence, or
expertise in historic preservation. The commissghall seek the advice, as needed, of
professionals in the related disciplines of ardtitee, history, architectural history, or
archaeology, etc.

SECTION 4. Administration and Committees
The Town Clerk of the Town of Olla, or his or hasthnee will serve as advisor to
the Commission and will act as liaison betweenGleenmission and the Office of the Mayor.
Nominal expenses necessary to carry out the dotidtee Commission will be budgeted through
the aforementioned department. The recording segréor the Commission will be designated
by the director and all files, records, and minwgéshe Commission will be maintained by the
department. The Town Attorney shall be the excaffiattorney for the Commission. The
Commission may designate and appoint, from amangé@mbers, various committees with such
powers and duties as the Commission may have asdnire.

SECTION 5. Rules, Regulation and Guidelines;, Meetings, Reports and

The Commission shall make such rulesragdlations as it may deem advisable
and necessary for the conduct of its affairs noomsistent with the laws of the Town and State.
The Commission shall meet monthly, but meetings beakeld at any time by the Commission
on the written request of any of the Commission imers or on the call of the Chairman of the
Commission or of the Mayor. The Commission shakequarterly reports to the Mayor and
Council containing a statement of its activiti€opies of the rules, regulations and guidelines
will be available at the Historic District Commigasioffice.

SECTION 6. Purpose

The Olla Historic District Commission has for itsrpose the preservation and
stewardship of all structures in the designatedatits District of the Town of Olla. The
commission shall have for its further purpose thardianship of those structures which have
architectural and historical value and which shdaddoreserved for the benefit of the people of
the Town and State.

To Wit, the goals of the Olla Historic Distriateaas follows:

A. Protect, enhance and perpetuate resources \dypcbsent distinctive and
significant elements of the town’s historical, cudl, social, economic,
political, archaeological, and architectural idgnti



B. Insure the harmonious, orderly, and efficieravggh and development of

the town;

C. Strengthen civic pride and cultural stabilityaligh neighborhood
conservation;

D. Stabilize the economy of the town through thetcmed use, preservation,
and revitalization of its resources;

E. Protect and enhance the town’s attractionsuodis and visitors and the
support and stimulus to business and industry Bygpeovided;

F. Promote the use of resources for the educaileasure, and welfare of
the people of the Town of Olla.

G. Provide a review process for the preservatiahagpropriate

development of the town’s resources.

SECTION 7. Definition of Historic District
The following area of the Town of Olla is herebyidmated as the “Olla, Historic
District,” to wit:
Beginning at the point where Taylor Street intetsedth the alleyway
behind West Front Street (N31 54.326 W92 14.13@héopoint where
the alleyway intersects with Randall Lane (N31 58.0W92 14.668).
Then follow Randall Lane to the intersection of mrdStreet and
continue across the Railroad Tracks to the alleywakind what is
formerly known as Carroll's Building Supply (N31.506 W92 14.599).
Continue in a Northeasterly direction along theewilay to the
intersection of LA 127, also known as Central AvenuAt the
intersection of Central Avenue travel SouthweshglGentral Avenue to
London Street. At this point cross Central Avermie ithe Northeast side
of the buildings fronting Central Avenue along thkeyway to Elm
Street (N31 54.223 W92 14.420) End at the beginmont; the
intersection of Taylor Street and the alleyway.

SECTION 8. Proceduresfor Application of Certificate of Appropriateness

A. Whenever an application for a certificate of appiatpness is filed with the Town
Clerk or Town Commission, the Certificate of apprateness being defined herein as a
certificate from the commission approved of congtan or modification to property located in
the Historic District of the Town of Olla, the Towglerk or his/her designee shall immediately
notify the Chairman of the Historic Commission tbe Town of Olla that the application has
been filed. Similarly, whenever the Town Clerk tbe Town of Olla becomes aware that an
application has been filed for a permit affectingpeperty under the jurisdiction of the
preservation commission, the Town Clerk for the fosf Olla shall immediately notify the
chairman or vice-chairman, if the chairman is umatée, that such an action has been filed.

B. The commission has the authority to determinerwa filed application is complete
and contains all required information. An applicatdeemed incomplete by the commission
shall not be considered to have been filed forghgose of this ordinance. The commission
shall develop standard application forms and iitt@r guidelines shall specify what information
an applicant should attach to each form.

C. Members of the commission shall establish aleegchedule for the hearings of the
commission. One hearing shall be scheduled foh eaonth unless no application for a
certificate of appropriateness has been submittéalvever, the commission has to meet at least
once every three (3) months even if no applicatfons certificate of appropriateness have been
submitted.

D. The applicant, upon request, shall have thet tigla preliminary conference with the
commission staff or the chairman or vice-chairmamtlie purpose of learning whether changes
or adjustments to the application could make itermmsistent with the commission’s standards.

E. Not later than six (6) days before the datef@ethe said hearing, the town clerk or
her’/his designee shall mail notice thereforeht applicant at the address in the application and
to all members of the commission.

F. Notice of the time and place of a scheduled ipufibaring on an application for a
certificate of appropriateness’ shall be given hplgation in the official journal and by posting
such on the bulletin board in the lobby of TownIHal

G. At the scheduled public hearing, the applicantaf certificate of appropriateness has
the right to present any relevant information paney to the application. Likewise, the town,
the commission and its staff, and members of thdiphave the right to present any additional
relevant information pertaining to the applicatiofhe Commission will issue rules of procedure



specifying in detail how a public hearing be cortddcand when comments and information
from different sources will be heard.

H. The commission, at either a preliminary confeeeor at a public hearing, has the
right to recommend changes and modifications tdkenthe applicant to meet the requirements
of the commission. If the commission chooses totlds at a preliminary conference after
application for a certificate of appropriateness baen filed, then the time during which the
commission must tender its decision, as set foetbvb in Paragraphs | and J, shall be extended
by thirty (30) days in order to permit the applicdn prepare any new drawings or other
submissions which prove necessary.

I. Within not more than forty-five (45) days aftdre hearing on an application, the
commission shall act upon it, either approving, yaleg, or deferring action until the next
meeting of the commission, giving consideratiorihte factors set forth in Section VII hereof.
Evidence of approval of the application shall beckytificate of appropriateness issued by the
commission and, whatever its decision, notice iiing shall be given to the applicant and the
town building official.

J. Failure by the commission to reach and rendicasion within sixty (60) days of the
date of filing of the application with the commmzsishall be taken to constitute approval of the
application by the commission, unless an applitest requested that the commission delay its
decision beyond the sixty (60) day period otherwespiired.

K. The issuance of a certificate of appropriatersdsal not relieve an applicant for a
companion building permit, special use permit, aace, or other authorization from compliance
with any other requirements or provisions of thedaf the town concerning zoning, repair, or
demolition. In all such cases, applicants are eraged to apply first for a certificate of
appropriateness as other town agencies will besadvby the preservation commission in
making their subsequent decisions.

L. No building permit which affects a resource shal issued by the town official prior
to the issuance of a certificate of appropriatefgsthe commission. Even if a building permit
is not otherwise required by the town ordinance donstruction, alteration, demolition, or
relocation of any resource, a certificate of appaipness from the commission is required.

SECTION 9. Submission of Plansto Commission for Exterior Changes
A. The owner of any property within the Historicsict shall apply for a permit or
Certificate of Appropriateness from the Commisdiefore the commencement of any work in:

1. The erection of any new building or other condinrcin the Olla Historic
District; or

2. the alteration or addition to any existing struetin the Olla Historic District;
or

3. The painting, repairing, or demolishing of any stixig building situated
within the Olla Historic District.

4. The relocation of any building into or out of tB#a Historic district.

B. The application therefore shall made to the Cassion, accompanied by the full
plans and specifications thereof so far as thegtedb the proposed appearance, color, texture,
materials, and architectural design of the exteiimecluding the front, sides, rear, and roof of
such buildings, alterations or addition of any Oy or outbuilding, party wall, sidewalk,
driveway, parking area, fence, or other dependémeneof.

C. Where, by reason of topographical conditionggularly shaped lots, or because of
unusual circumstances applicable solely to thequaatr, strict enforcement of the provisions of
this Ordinance would result in serious undue hapdgkeculiarly affecting said applicant, then
the commission, in passing upon his applicatioayetthe power to vary or modify adherence to
this Ordinance provided always that its requirermensure harmony with the general purpose
hereof, and will not adversely affect the Histdbistrict as a whole.

SECTION 10. Commission Recommendation and Action Thereon

The Olla Historic District Commission, upon due saeration, shall render its
decision concerning the approval or disapprovdhefissuance of the permit, which may include
such changes, if any, as in its judgments are neddp necessary to comply with the
requirements of this Ordinance, and send its dmtisiin writing, to the applicant and the
Building Inspector. If the permit is approved, thewn Clerk shall promptly issue a permit for
such work in conformance with the Commission’s sleci.

SECTION 11. Appeals

Any person or persons aggrieved by any decisionpilaproceeding of the Olla
Historic District Commission have a right to appiywriting to the Town Council for reversal or
modification thereof; and the Mayor, or presidin§oer of the Town Council, shall have the
right, but not the duty, to stay all further actiamtil the Town Council has had an opportunity to
rule thereon. Any such appeal will be taken in t&tys from mailing date of the written



decision, and the Town Council may consider sajgkapat its next general or special meeting,
but, in any event, not more than forty-five daysréafter. The Town Council may affirm, or
reserve, modify, or change a decision of the Gliatoric District Commission by majority vote
of all its members.

Any person or persons aggrieved by any decisiothefTown Council affecting said
Historic District shall have the right to file avdisuit within thirty days from date of decision,
affirming, reversing, modifying, or changing a de@cn of the Historic District Commission in a
court of competent jurisdiction under the usuagsudf procedure governing same.”

SECTION 12. Injunctions

Whenever any person has engaged in or is aboutg@ge in any act or practice
which constitutes or will constitute a violation tfis Ordinance, the Town Council or Olla
Historic District Commission may make applicatiom the appropriate Court for an order
enjoining such act or practice, or requiring suerspn to refrain from such prospective violation
or to remedy such violation by resorting the akelcproperty to its previous condition. Upon a
showing by the Commission or the Town that sucls@ehas engaged or is about to engage in
such act or practice, a permanent or temporarnatjon, temporary restraining order, or other
appropriate order shall be granted without bond.

SECTION 13. Penalties

Any owner , agent, lessee, or other person ad¢tingr in conjunction therewith,
who violates the Olla Historic District Ordinangelaw or rules, regulations or decisions of the
Commission, shall be fined not less than One hadhdiollars ($100.00) nor more than $1,000
for each infraction. Each day that a violationtomnes constitute a separate offense.

SECTION 14. Stopping Work Commenced Without Per mit

The Mayor or his/her designee shall promptly stop work attempted to be done
without or contrary to a permit issued under thigli@ance and shall promptly prosecute any
person responsible for such a violation of thisi@adce or engaged in such violation. Any
officer or authorized agent of the Commission eis&s concurrent or independent powers with
the Town of Olla or its representative in prosamytviolations of this Ordinance and stopping
work attempted to be done without or contrary @ plermits required by the Ordinance.

SECTION 15. Provisions of Ordinance Prevail in Case of Conflict
The provisions of this Ordinance govern and takec@dence over any other
provisions of any ordinance or codes of the Tow@Ibd.

SECTION 16. New Construction

Proposals for new construction in the Olla Histofxstrict should seek
compatibility with existing structures through tla@propriate use of site planning, material,
decorative details, architectural elements, andescA proposal should not draw unnecessary
attention to itself in any one of these charadiiess However, a proposal should not duplicate
or copy historic styles and periods. The architedtcontext is of primary concern.

A. Scale: The relationship of the building and its elements (including doors and
windows) to other structuresin the district
It is important in considering scale that a careftldy is made of the height,
width, and mass of buildings in the immediate neazhood and district as a
whole. This study should serve to confirm or déng appropriateness of the
height, width, and mass of the proposed buildiMaximum height of any new
structures shall conform to The Secretary of thierior's Standards for the
Treatment of Historic Properties with Guidelines Rreserving, Rehabilitating,
Restoring & Reconstruction Historic Buildingdn no case shall a new structure
exceed a height of 75 feet above the street.

B. Siting: The positioning of a building on a lot.
This process includes determining the setback lofiiling, the spacing of this
building from adjacent buildings, and the locatioihthe walls, fences, walks,
drives, and landscaping, if any of these are usela overall design.

C. Materials: The surface building fabric which contributes to the exterior
character appearance of a building.

D. Decorative Details: Ornamentation or embel lishment.
These include cornices, lintels, arches, baldesachimneys, shutters, columns,
and other common details. When udetiils should create a unifying effect on
a building and should be compatible with the eahbf the neighborhood.

E. Architectural Elements: Parts of a building that are integral to its composition.




These include balconies, roofs, porches, chimraiysners, parapets, and other
parts of a building that contribute to its ovesdihpe and silhouette. The building
should not draw unnecessary attention to itsefalyng to relate to neighboring
styles. Neither should it copy these styles. dbject is to compliment the
context of the Olla Historic District.

SECTION 17. Standardsfor Rehabilitation, Restoration, and Reconstruction

A. Standardsfor Preservation
1. A property will be used as it was historigatir be given a new use that
maximizes the retentof distinctive materials, features, and spatial
relationships. Where a treatment and ase not been identified, a property
will be protected, and if necessary, stadd until additional work may be
undertaken.

2. The historic character of a property will beareéd and preserved. The
replacement of intact or repairable historic maleror alteration of features,
spaces, and spatial relationships that charactenmeperty will be avoided.

3. Each property will be recognized as a physicabmeof its time, place, and
historical significance.
Work needed to stabilize, consolidate, and consexisting historic materials
and features will be physically and visually conipat identifiable upon
close inspection, and properly documented for autesearch.

4. Changes to a property that have acquired hiswgnificance in their own
right will be retained and preserved.

5. Distinctive materials, features, finishes, andnstruction techniques or
examples of craftsmanship that characterize a pryppél be preserved.

6. The existing condition of historic features viokk evaluated to determine the
appropriate level of intervention needed. Where seerity of deterioration
requires repair or limited replacement of a didtue feature, that new
material will match the old in composition, desigolor, and texture.

7. Chemical or physical treatments, when determia@gropriate, will be
undertaken using the gentlest means possible. mesds that cause damage
to historic materials will not be used.

8. Archeological resources will be protected andsprved in place. If such
resources must be disturbed, mitigation will beartaken.

When the property’s distinctive materials, featurasd spaces are essentially intact and thus
convey the histories significance without extensiepair or replacement; when depiction at a
particular prior of time is not appropriate; andemhcontinuing or new use does not require
additions or extensive alterations, preservatiostrbe considered as a treatment.

B. Standards of Rehabilitation

1. A property shall be used as it was historycall be given a new use that
requires minimal change to its distinctive mateyidéatures, spaces, and
spatial relationships.

2. The historic character of a property shalrét@ined and preserved. The
removal of distinctive materials or alterations fehtures, spaces, and
spatial relationships that characterize a propsmgll be avoided.

3. Each property shall be recognized as a physacard of its time, place,
and use. Changes that create a false sense afidasttevelopment, such
as adding conjectural features or elements fromeratisstoric properties,
shall not be undertaken.

4. Changes to a property that have acquiredrigsg@nificance in their own
right shall be retained and preserved.

Distinctive materials, features, finishes, asmhstruction techniques or
examples of craftsmanship that characterize a piypRkall be preserved.

Deteriorated historic features will be repairather than replaced. Where
the severity of deterioration requires replacenoér@t distinctive feature,
the new feature will match the old in designlocotexture, and, where
possible, materials. Replacement of missing featushall be
substantiated by documentary and physical evidence.

Chemical or physical treatments, if approptiahall be undertaken using
gentlest means possible. Treatments that causeag#mmto historic
materials will not be used.

Archeological resources will be protected aneserved in place. If such
resources must be disturbed, mitigation measur@tstshundertaken.

New additions, exterior alterations, or rafateew construction will not
destroy historic materials, features, and spatialationships that
characterize the property. The new work will b#edentiated from the
old and shall be compatible with the historic mialer features, size, scale
and proportions, and massing to protect the irtte@fi the property and
its environment.

New additions and adjacent or related newstcoation shall be
undertaken in such a manner that, if removed infub&e, the essential
form and integrity of the historic property and @svironment would be
unimpaired.

When repair and replacement of deteriorated festuwee necessary; when alterations or

additions to the
particular period

property are planned for a neveantinued use; and when its depiction at a
of time is not appropriate, rah&gtion must be considered as a treatment.

C. Standards for Restoration

1.

2.

A property shall be used as it was historicallybe given a new use which
reflects the property’s restoration period.

Materials and features from the restoration quershall be retained and
preserved. The removal of materials or alteratibrfeatures, spaces, and
spatial relationships that characterize the pestwall not be undertaken.

Each property will be recognized as a physieabrd of its time, place, and
use. Work needed to stabilize, consolidate andeseasnaterials and features
from the restoration period shall be physically avidually compatible,
identifiable upon close inspection, and properlycudoented for future
research.

Materials, features, spaces, and finishes tharacterize other historical
periods shall be documented prior to their alteratir removal.

Distinctive materials, features, finishes, andnstruction techniques or
examples of craftsmanship that characterize thwnaon period shall be
preserved.

Deteriorated features from the restoration pesiall be repaired rather than
replaced. Where the severity of deterioration negpuireplacement of a
distinctive feature, the new feature shall match tid in design, color,
texture, and, where possible, materials.

Replacement of missing features from the reBtoraperiod shall be
substantiated by documentary and physical evidehdalse sense of history
shall not be created by adding conjectural feafufeatures from other
properties, or by combining features that nevestexl together historically.
Chemical or physical treatments, if appropriat&ll be undertaken using the
gentlest means possible. Treatments that causegeéatoahistoric materials
will not be used.

Archeological resources affected by a projeatidie protected and preserved
in place. If such resources must be disturbed,gatibn measures will be
undertaken.



10. Designs that were never executed historical@yl :ot be constructed.

When the property’s design, architectural, or st significance during a particular period of

time outweighs the potential loss of extant malgrideatures, spaces, and finishes that
characterize other historical periods; when theyesubstantial physical and documentary
evidence for the work; and when contemporary ditama and additions are not planned,

restoration may be considered as a treatment. Rriandertaking work, a particular period of

time, i.e., the restoration period, should be gett@and justified, and a documentation plan for
restoration developed.

D. Standardsfor Reconstruction

1. Reconstruction shall be used to depict vanisitgtbn-surviving portions of a
property when documentary and physical evidencaviilable to permit
accurate reconstruction with minimal conjectured aach reconstruction is
essential to the public understanding of the prtyper

2. Reconstruction of a landscape, building, stma;twr object in its historic
location shall be preceded by a thorough archecdbginvestigation to
identify and evaluate those features and artifadiech are essential to an
accurate reconstruction. If such resources mustdisturbed, mitigation
measures shall be undertaken.

3. Reconstruction should include measures to presany remaining historic
materials, features, and spatial relationships.

4. Reconstruction shall be based on the accurgikcdtion of historic features
and elements substantiated be documentary or @hysidence rather than
on conjectural designs or the availability of diffiet features from other
historic properties. A reconstructed property sbaa-create the appearance
of the non-surviving historic property in materiadesign, color, and texture.

5. Areconstruction shall be clearly identifiedsasontemporary re-creation.

6. Designs that were never executed historicall stot be constructed.

When a contemporary depiction is required to uridads and interpret a property’s historic
value (including the re-creation of missing compugren a historic district or site); when no
other property with the same associative value swasived; and when sufficient historical
documentation exists to ensure an accurate reptiodyceconstruction may be considered as a
treatment.

The Town of Olla Historic District Commission lmlvs The Secretary of the Interior’s
Standards for the Treatment of Historic Propert#h Guidelines for Preserving,
Rehabilitating, Restoring, & Reconstructing HistoBuildingsin considering all proposals for
new construction and/or rehabilitation.

SECTION 18. Fences

Fence design must be in harmony with the nat@irae district. The following
fencing materials are generally acceptable: iraked] brick, wood picket, and any others to be
deemed appropriate by the historic commission.

The following fencing materials are not acceptalBarbed wire, chain-linked,
concrete block, stockade, plywood, hardboard, bestes board.

SECTION 19. Floodlights

The Town of Olla Historic District shall not biuiminated by privately controlled
floodlights or other illumination except as approvey the Historic District Commission or as
permitted specifically by this Ordinance.

SECTION 20. Overhanging Balconies

No overhanging balconies or galleries may be radp but new additional
balconies may be erected if they conform to theirdisve architecture of the Town of Olla
Historic District. The permit for all such new comgtion or any renovation shall be subject to
the requirements of this Ordinance.

SECTION 21. Signs
A. Definitions
1. SIGN includes any symbol, device, image, podtag, banner,
billboard, design, or directional sign used for ediiging purposes,
whether painted upon, attached to, erected on, tberwise
maintained on any premises containing any wordterke figures,
numerals, phrases, sentences, emblems, devicds, rieanes, or




trademarks, by which anything is made known, suchra used to
designate an individual, a firm, an associatiorgogporation, a
profession, a business or a commodity or produbichvis visible
from any public street and is used to attract &tian

2. DISPLAY means and includes to erect, paintaigp place,
replace, hang, re-hang, repair, maintain paintctireupon the
building or other structure, inlay, embed in, dnetvise exhibit in
public view.

B. Signs Must Conform to Character of Section

In addition to the prohibitions contained in thex8on, approval of the
display sign in the Town of Olla Historic Distriof the Town shall be
granted by the Commission only when such signs ted plans

therefore, so far as they relate to the appearamber, size, position,
method of attachment, texture of materials andgiesionform to the
guaint and distinctive character of the Town ofaCHistoric District

or do not injuriously affect it or impair the valte the community of
those buildings having architectural or historialth.

C. No Signs to be displayed in Certain Places.
No sign shall be displayed from the parapet orgadfany building in
the Historic District. No sign shall be displayed glaced in any
manner whatsoever so as to disfigure or conceal saggificant
architectural feature or detail of any building.

D. What Signs May Advertise.
No sign shall be displayed in the Town of Olla Hrat District unless
such sign advertises a bona fide business conduotext on the
premises and if, it does not do so, no more thian (B0 %) percent of
the area of such a sign may be used to advertisdupts or
commodities actually sold on the premises. Thisxslusive of any
pre-existing, historic/ “ghost” signs.

E. Number of Primary Signs
In general, one primary sign is allowed to eachestshop, or bona
fide place of business, and this sign shall be arger than the
maximum stipulated in the Ordinance.

1. In the case of a business operated on a carhdrdt faces
two streets, one primary sign on each street facing
allowed and shall be regulated as if each side veere
separate storefront.

2. In the case of a single sign being inappropriataltiple
primary signs may be used, the total face area totiw
may not exceed the maximum size stipulated indttisle.

F. Surface Area of Signs
The surface area of any sign shall be in diregb@rton to the amount
of front footage of each ownership and will be @ltofv:

1. For single faced signs, attached flat againstwall and
including painted wall signs there will be allowdurty
(30) square inches of sign surface area to eacdhafolot
frontage.

2. For double faced signs, suspended by bracketsrros
perpendicularly from the wall of a building, therfawce
area shall be the sum of the area of each fac®retceed
thirty (30) square inches of sign surface areaatthdoot of
lot frontage.

3. In the case of multiple businesses operating &ingle
location, the total face area of signage may beeased to
1 % times the maximum stipulated in the article.

G. Secondary Signs

H. Temporary Signs
Temporary signs of a promotional nature may begalam the interior
of store windows. In no case may they remain lorigan sixty days.
A permit is not required for the placement of a pemnary sign.
Temporary signs may be placed on the exterior biilding for the
following special situations:
1. For the identity of real estate for sale.
2. For political advertisement. Except for signsgé&a than
2'X 2’ yard sign, no application is required.
3. For promotion by non-profit organizations. In cese may
these signs exceed the size limitations of thisr@rtte.

|. Portable and Changeable Letter Signs
No portable or changeable signs may be erectetloawves to remain
within the Town of Olla Historic District.

J. llluminated Signs
No illuminated signs may be constructed or eregtétin the Town
of Olla Historic District without the express appab of the Historic
District Commission.

1. Concealed lighting is recommended. Bulbs may et
exposed. The light should enhance the sign as agethe
building on which it is mounted.

Internally illuminated signs are not permitted.
Flashing, or intermittent signs (exclusive adtbric signs)
are not permitted.

K. Signs No Longer Complying as to Advertisemenbéolaken Down.
Any sign displayed which no longer advertises aabtide business
(exclusive of historic or “ghost” signs) conductgolon the premises ,
upon notification by the Town of Olla Historic Digt Commission or
its agent (who is hereby specifically authorizedagoroceed), must be
taken down, removed or obliterated within five (Bays after
notification of and failure to comply on the parf the owner,
occupant, agent, or person having beneficial usemny building or
premises upon which such sign may be found subgath person to
the penalty provided in SECTION 12.

L. Building Code Applicable to signs
All signs under this section shall be further gosel by existing
regulations of the Building Code of the Town whare not in conflict
with this section.

All applications for permits to display signs withthe Historic District
of the Town shall be submitted to the Historic Beit Commission
Office for approval before a permit therefore mag issued in
conformity with SECTION 9.

N. Form of Application to Display Signs; AccompamngiDrawings
Application for a permit to display signs in thesHric District of the
Town shall be made to the Commission upon formsished by the
Commission. Such an application shall also be apemmed by
sketches and drawings in triplicate showing detailsonstruction and
foundation when required by the Building Code @& Trown and shall
delineate the size, shape, design, coloring, Ightand position in
relation to the building from or upon which it isplayed.

SECTION 22. Aerials, Antennas etc., Prohibited

The construction of aerials, antennas, or satallgbes of any type within
the Town of Olla Historic District is prohibited thout the express
approval of the Town of Olla Historic District Consgion.



SECTION 23. Minimum M aintenance Requir ements

In order to insure the protective maintenance sbueces, the exterior
features of such properties shall be maintaineti@et the requirements
of the Town’s Minimum Housing Code and the TownlislBing Code.

SECTION 24. Demolition by Neglect

A.

Any resource which is a landmark and all resesrawithin a
preservation district shall be preserved by the ewar such other
person or persons as may have the legal custodyprdrol thereof
against decay and deterioration and free from woregble structural
defects. The owner or other person having legalodysand control
thereof shall repair such resources if it is fotmttave one or more of
the following defects:

1. Deterioration to the extent that creates or fteren hazardous
or unsafe condition as determined by the Town Bugd
Inspector or designee of the Mayor.

2. Deterioration, as determined by the Town Buidinspector
or the Mayor’s designee, of a building charactetibg one or
more of the following:

Those buildings which have parts thereof whidmh so attached that
they may fall and injure persons or property.
Deteriorated or inadequate foundations.
Defective or deteriorated floor supports or flsopports insufficient
to carry imposed loads with safety.
Members of walls or other vertical supports thglit, lean, list, or
buckle due to defective material, workmanship, etedoration.
Members of walls or other vertical supports taeg insufficient to
carry imposed loads with safety.
Members of ceilings, roof, ceiling and roof sopis, or other
horizontal members which sag, split, or buckle doedefective
material, workmanship, or deterioration.
Members of ceilings, roofs, ceiling and roof gogis, or other
horizontal members that are insufficient to camposed loads with
safety.
Fireplaces or chimneys which list, bulge, ortlsetlue to defective
material, workmanship, or deterioration.
Any fault, defect or condition in the buildinghweh renders the same
structurally unsafe or not properly watertight.
If the Commission makes a preliminary determorathat a resource
is being demolished by neglect, it shall direct Mayor or his/her
designee to notify the owner(s) of the resourcehdd preliminary
determination, stating the reasons therefore, ane the owner of
record thirty (30) days from the date of mailingsoich notice or the
posting thereof on the property, whichever comésr b commence
work to correct the specific defects as determimgthe Commission.

Said notice be given as follows:

D.

1. By certified mail, restricted delivery, mailedl the last known
address of the record owner(s) as listed on thenTand/or
Parish tax rolls.

2. If the above mailing procedure is not successfolice shall be
posted in a conspicuous, protected place on tleires.

If the owner(s) fail(s) to commence work wittime time allotted as
evidenced by a Building Permit, the Commission Ishalify the

owner(s) in the manner provided above to appearpitblic hearing
before the Commission at a date, time and pladeetspecified in
said notice, which shall be mailed or posted asti¢airty (30) days
before said hearing. For the purpose of insuringfub notice, a
hearing may be continued to a new date and time. Jémmission
should receive evidence on the issue of whethestibgect resource
should be repaired and the owner(s) may presedeeee in rebuttal
thereto. If, after such hearing, the Commissiorntemeined that the
resource is being demolished by neglect, it magatithe Mayor or
his/her designee to take appropriate action ag#wesbwner(s) if the
necessary repairs are not completed within nine@) @ays of the



determination by the Commission that the subjectiding or
structure is being demolished by neglect.

Il. BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that if any provision of this Ordinance or the
application thereof to any person or circumstargaleclared to be unconstitutional by the
judgment of Court, then in that event, only the tiealar provision shall be deemed
unconstitutional, and the remaining provisionshié Ordinance not be affected thereby.

Il. BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that this Ordinance shall be binding and go infeaf
after public hearing and publication in accordawdé law.

V. BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that it is the intention of the Town Council andsit
hereby ordained that the provisions of the Ordieariecome and be made part of the
Code of Ordinances, Town of Olla, Louisiana, arelgactions of this Ordinance may be
numbered to accomplish such intention.
